Largest  crowd  of  the  football  season  will  be  in  the  stadium  to  witness 
the  game  with  the  University  of  Utah. 

Nearly  3,000  freshmen  should  be  informed  of,  and  some  4,000 
other  students  reminded  of,  the  tradition  of  good  sportsmanship  for 
which  Brigham  Young  University  is  known  throughout  the  land. 

Thbre  will  be  little  or  ,no  unsportsmanlike  conduct  from  the 
payers.  According  to  Edwin  R.  Kimball,  director  of  athletics,  this 
game  has  always  been  noted  for  best  sportsmanship,  from  both  sides, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  is  annually  the  most  hotly-contested 
game  with  emotions  running  highest. 

So,  football  fans,  the  responsibility  is  yours. 

At  the  grand  opening  of  the  George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse, 
President  Stephen  L Richards  expressed  the  hope  that  our  op- 
ponents would  always  be  able  to  leave  our  fieldhouse  or  stadium 
feeling  they  had  had  an  equal  opportunity  to  win  the  game.  Ac- 
cordingly, the  inscription,  “Opponents,”  on  the  scoreboard,  was 
changed  to  “Guests,”  to  indicate  the  attitude  we  hold  toward 
visitors. 

Students  and  other  partisan  spectators  should  realize  that  play- 
ers of  the  opposing  team,  like  our  own,  are  students  also,  represent- 
ing another  Institution  of  higher  education.

Our  teams,  in  basketball  at  least,  have  the  tradition  of  shaking 
hands  with  opponents  when  they  leave  the  game.  It’s  a lot  like  saying 
goodbye  to  a guest — you  thank  him  for  his  visit,  and  welcome  him 
back  for  another  privilege  of  meeting  again. 

Of  course  we  want  the  most,  the  loudest,  the  best,  the  prolonged 
cheers  for  our  team.  But  we  don’t  want  any  boos  for  guests  or  for 
our  team  if  it  doesn’t  meet  our  expectations. 


We  want  to  win.  We  hope  never  to  be  ashamed  of  winning. 
That  is  the  purpose  of  playing — to  win.  But  if  we  lose,  or  win,  it’s 
just  a game. 

But  if  to  win  necessitates  placing  our  guests  at  a unsportsman- 
like disadvantage,  it  is  better  not  to  play.  Sportsmanship  is  good 
manners,  a sign  of  good  culture,  training  and  good  education.  Satur- 
day night,  beginning  at  8 p.m.,  we  will  demonstrate  how  well  we 
practice  what  we’ve  been  bragging  about.

T.  Earl  Pardoe 
Departs  for 
Mission  Field 

Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe,  organizer 
and  member  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  speech  faculty 
for  34  years,  has  accepted  a call 
to  the  New  England  States  Mis- 
sion. 

This  is  the  second  time  he  has 
accepted  a mission  call  in  that 
area. 

Dr.  Pardoe  organized  the  de- 
partment of  speech  and  dramatic 
arts  at  BYU  and  served  the 
school  as  chairman  of  that  de- 
partment until  two  years  ago. 

He  has  been  associated  with 
the  theater  since  .his  earlier 
youth,  and  has  produced  more 
than  500  plays  and  operas.  He  is 
the  author  of  several  texts  on 
drama,  public  speaking,  and  Am- 
erican folk  lore. 

Works  With  Youth 

Dr.  Pardoe  has  spent  much  of 
his  life  working  with  young 
people.  During  his  first  mission 
in  New  England,  he  organized  a 
neighborhood  dramatic  group  for 
foreign-born  sons  of  people  there, 
and  presented  plays  for  the  pub- 
lic on  the  steps  of  the  old  North 
Church  in  Boston— one  of  the 
f«^t  boys’  movements  in  the 
area. 

Thousands  of  • servicemen  in 
the  United  States  armed  forces 
write  him  regularly,  and  revere 
him  for  his  constant  contact  with 
them  through  letters.  Every 
month  hundreds  to  thousands  of 
personal  letters  leave  the  BYU 
going  to  former  BYU  men  in  the 
armed  forces,  keeping  them  in- 
formed of  the  latest  campus,  uni- 
versity, and  Church  activities — 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Par- 
doe. 

Service  Committee 

In  1942  the  BYU  organized  the 
War  Service  Committee,  and  the 
work  was  begun  on  an  accelerat- 
ed basis,  with  letters  going  to 
every  former  BYU  man  in  the 
service  at  least  once  a 'month. 

At  present  servicemen’s  letters 
are  a three-to-four  page  multi-, 
lithed  publication  with  pictures, 
written  and  edited  by  Dr.  Pardoe. 
In  his  absence  from  the  campds, 
while  fulfilling  his  mission,  Dr. 
Pardoe  has  turned  this  project 
over  to  Dr.  Preston  Gledhill,  also 
a member  of  the  speech  faculty. 

A note  from  any  servicemaij 
who  is  not  now  receiving  these 
communications  will  make  him  a

Cougars  Face  Utes! 


Winless  Brighams  Prepare  to  Battle 
Utah  in  Y Stadium  Saturday  Night

Brigham  Young’s  gridders  will  have  their  work  cut  out  for  them  trying  to  stay  in  the  game  Satur- 
day as  they  meet  Utah  in  the  annual  grudge  classic.  Kickoff  is  set  for  8 p.m.  in  Y stadium.  The  Cougars 
will  enter  the  game  winless  in  three  starts.  Utah  has  won  one  and  lost  two  against  top-grade  competi- 
tion. Conservative  predictions  give  Utah  a three  to  four  touchdown  advantage. 

One  distinct  advantage  that 
BYU  will  have  is  that  the  Utes 
will  be  overconfident. 

Entering  the  foray  with  a per- 
fect record — three  losses,  no 
wins — the  Cougars  will  be  in'  ex- 
clusive possession  of  the  ele- 
ment of  surprise. 

Perfect  Record 

Both  teams  have  played  three 
games.  Utah  lost  their  first  two 
tussles.  The  first  was  to  Wash- 
ington, a strong-  Pacific  Coast 
team.  The  Huskies  from  the 
Northwest  won  7-6.  Utah  went 
down  to  an  ungraceful  54-20  rout 
before  the  Arizona  Wildcats  two 
weeks  ago. 

Bouncing  back  last  week,  the 
Utes  surprised  everyone,  includ- 
ing their  own  sportswriters,  with 
a 7-6  win  over  the  Oregon  Web- 
foots.  The  Ducks,  slated  in  pre- 
season for  a Rose  Bowl  bid,  were 
unable  to  score  against  the  Red- 
skins until  late  in  the  final  per- 
iod. 

Cats  Won  — Once 

Twenty-nine  times  the  two 
teams  have  met  on  the  gridiron. 

Twenty-fpur  times  Utah  has  been 
victorious.  Four  times  the  game 
has  ended  in  a tie.  One  time, 

Brigham  Young  won.  • The  win 
was  a 12-7  coup  in  1942.  Things 
have  been  looking  up,  however, 
since  1949,  when  Chick  Atkinson 
took  the  helm.  Atkinson  has  Steen 
a 28-28  tie,  and  two  close  ones, 

6-7,  and  32-33. 

Despite,  the  apparent  lopsided- 
ness of  the  series,  fans  should  be 
well ' repaid  for  attending.  For 
one  thing,  the  Skyline  league’s 
two  top  ground  gainers  will  meet 
in  the  persons  of  BYU’s  Phil 
Oyler  and  Utah’s  Lou  Mele. 

Oyler  Second 

Following  Saturday’s  game 
with  Denver,  Oyler  was  listed 
second  in  number  of  yards  gained 
in'  the  league. 

Mele  was  Utah’s  golden  boy  „ 
against  Oregon  last  week  as  he 
scored  their  only  touchdown  and 
kicked  the  all-important  extra 
point.  Last  year  Mele  was  one  of 
the  league’s  high  scorers  despite 
the  fact  that  he  made  only  two 
touchdowns.  He  kicked  18  con- 
versions.

The  New  York  Giants’  four-game  sweep  of  the  1954  World 
Series  just  concluded,  came  as  a surprise  to  just  about  everyone.  The 
Cleveland  Indians  went  into  the  Series  a 2-1  favorite,  although  some 
went  along  with  the  Giants  in  six  or  seven  games,  but  nobody 
dreamed  the  boys  from  Coogan’s  Bluff  would  take  it  in  four  straight. 

There  must  have  been  a reason  for  this  phenominal  New  York 
showing.  Was  it  manager  Leo  Durocher?  Was  it  Willie  Mays?  Or 
Johnny  Antonelli?  Or  Jim  (Dusty)  Rhodes?  Or  was  it  more  the  case 
of  a Cleveland  team  that  couldn’t  do  anything  right,  than'  it  was 
New  York  not  doing  anything  wrong? 

One  can  look  at  this  redoubtable  upset  from  any  angle,  but,  to 
us,  it  all  boils  down  to  one  fact— the  Giants  were  an  extremely  under- 
rated ball  club.  Cleveland’s  supposedly  insurmountable  total  of  111 
victories  during  regular  season  play  figured  to  have  the  Giants 
licked  before  the  first  pitch  was  thrown.. 

They  All  Played  a Part 

Durocher,  fiery  bossman,  led  his  team  masterfully;  Mays,  the 
Harlem  Hero,  who  saved  the  first  game  with  a seemingly  impossible 
catch  and  played  steady  ball  throughout;  Antonelli,  who  won  the 
second  game  and  saved  the  fourth  for  Don  Liddle;  and  Rhodes,  who 
won  the  first  game  with  a pinch  homer,  drove  in  two  runs  with  a 
single  and  a homer  in  the  second,  and  drove  in  two  more  with  the 
bases  loaded  in  the  third,  setting  all  kinds  of  Series  recbrds— all 
. contributed  to  the  backbone  of  a ball  club  that  had  intestinal  forti- 
tude, a two-bit  phrase  for  the  prime  element  of  success— guts. 

Cleveland  did  not  play  good  ball.  Hitting  as  a team  only  .193 
while  the  New  York  club  hit  .254,  and  giving  up  4.86  earned  runs 
while  the  Giants  gave  them  only  1.46.  Vic  Wertz  was  the  only  Indian 
bright  spot,  batting  .500.  The  Tribe’s  highly  regarded  big  three 
pitchers— Bob  Lemon,  Early  Wynn,  and  Mike  Garcia— showed  noth- 
ing. Lemon  lost  two;' Wynn  and  Garcia  lost  the  other  two.  The  In- 
dians failed  miserably  in  the  clutch,  leaving  37  men  on  base,  a new 
record  for  a four-game  Series. 

It’s  All  Over 

And  so  another  World  Series  goes  into  the  record  books— a series 
not  the  most  exciting  in  history,  but  extremely  interesting  from  all 
points  of  view.  It  was  a long  pull.  Spring  training  at  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
the  grueling  154-game  schedule  with  but  a few  days  off,  and  the 
thick  of  the  pennant  race  from  beginning  to  end.  But  now  the 
World’s  Championship  pennant  flies  atop  the  Polo  Grounds  flagpole 
for  the  first  time  since  1933,  and  for  the  first  time  in  a National 
League  park  since  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  defeated  the  Boston  Red 
Sox  in  1946 — because  of  a ball  club,  game  from  the  word  “go,”  that 
wouldn’t  give  up.  Our  hats  are  off  to  the* New  York  Giants.
